JOE  MAYER...  Shore,  1947 


Joe  was  a  three-sport  athlete  at  Shore.  He  was  a  football  guard  for 
three  years  under  Walt  Schwegler,  played  basketball  under  Ford  Case 
and  threw  the  shotput  and  discus  in  track  under  Clarence  Swackhamer. 

In  his  senior  year  all  three  of  the  teams  on  which  Joe  played  won 
conference  championships. 

Joe  made  All-Conference  in  football  and  was  elected  to  the  National 
Athletic  Scholarship  Society  in  his  junior  year. 

Joe  enjoyed  a  successful  wrestling  and  football  career  at  Baldwin- 
Wallace  College.  He  earned  four  varsity  wrestling  letters  and  was  cap- 
tain in  his  senior  year.  He  also  lettered  in  football  for  three  years  at  B-W. 
Joe  spent  35  years  in  the  Euclid  City  Schools  where  he  served  as  a 
teacher,  coach  and  administrator.  While  an  assistant  to  Hall  of  Fame 
Coach  Clarence  Eckert,  he  saw  Euclid  Senior  High  School  wrestling 
teams  win  State  Championships  in  1952  and  1958.  Joe  is  currently 
retired  but  still  serves  the  Euclid  Schools  as  the  Alumni  Director. 


KEN  ROSS.. .Euclid  Senior,  1958 


Ken  was  one  of  the  finest  wrestlers  in  Euclid  Senior  High  School  his- 
tory. Under  Coach  Clarence  Eckert,  "Kinky"  Ross  was  a  three-time  all 
conference  wrestler. 

A  team  captain,  Ken  placed  fourth  in  the  State  Tournament  in  1956 
and  became  a  two-time  State  Champion,  in  1957  and  1958.  He  also 
played  two  years  of  varsity  football  and  was  elected  to  the  National 
Athletic  Scholarship  Society  for  two  years. 

Ken  attended  Bowling  Green  State  University  where  he  was  on  the 
varsity  wrestling  team. 

Currently,  Ken  is  living  in  Villa  Park,  Illinois,  where  he  works  in  indus- 
trial sales.  He  is  married,  with  three  children  and  two  grandsons. 


WELDON  KYTLE... Euclid  Senior,  1960 


Weldon  "Wilt"  Kytle  was  an  outstanding  basketball  player  on  all  lev- 
els of  the  game.  At  Euclid  Senior  High  School,  under  Coach  Jim 
Calvert,  Weldon  was  a  three-year  starter  at  center.  He  was  team  cap- 
tain in  his  senior  year  and  played  in  the  East-West  High  School  All-Star 
Game. 

Weldon  also  ran  cross-country  for  two  years  under  Coach  Dale 
Thompson. 

Weldon  went  to  college  at  Fenn  College  (now  Cleveland  State 
University)  on  a  scholarship  and  won  numerous  basketball  awards  and 
set  Long-standing  records  in  scoring  and  rebounding.  He  was  "Athlete 
of  the  Year  for  two  years,  "Outstanding  Basketball  Player"  for  three 
years  and  was  a  member  of  the  Cleveland  Press  College  All-Star  Team. 
He  completed  college  with  nine  career  records,  six  season  records  and 
a  single-game  record  of  30  rebounds. 

He  was  drafted  by  the  St.  Louis  Hawks  of  the  National  Basketball 
Association.  He  is  still  considered  by  many  to  be  one  of  the  finest  play- 
ers in  Fenn  College/CSU  history. 

Weldon  was  inducted  into  the  CSU  Hall  of  Fame  in  1976.  He  also 
served  on  the  Alumni  Athletic  Board  and  coached  CYO  basketball  for 
several  years.  The  CSU  Athletic  Alumni  Association  has  established  the 
Weldon  Kytle  Scholarship  Endowment  in  his  honor 

Weldon  passed  away  in  1989,  a  victim  of  leukemia.  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife  Marie,  who  still  lives  in  Euclid,  and  three  children. 


MICHAEL  C.  ORAZEN...Euclid  Senior,  1963 


Mike  was  a  fine  athlete  at  Euclid  Senior  High  School  and  also  at  Ohio 
State  University.  Under  Coach  Don  Mohr  at  Euclid,  Mike  played  line- 
backer and  end.  He  was  a  team  captain,  all-conference  member,  All- 
Ohio  selection  and  Cleveland  Press  Star  of  the  Week. 

As  a  wrestler  under  Coach  Clarence  Eckert,  Mike  was  a  team  captain 
and  won  all-conference  titles.  He  was  State  Runner-up  in  1962  and 
State  Champion  in  1963. 

At  Ohio  State  University  Mike  played  football  for  several  years. 

Currently,  Mike  Orazen  is  President  of  EPG,  Incorporated,  and 
resides  in  South  Russell,  Ohio. 


BILL  YANCHAR-Euclid  Senior,  1966 


Bill  was  one  of  the  finest  football  players  ever  produced  in  the  Euclid 
Schools.  He  enjoyed  a  successful  high  school  career,  was  a  star  at 
Purdue  University  and  had  his  career  extended  at  the  professional 
level. 

At  Euclid  Senior  High,  Bill  was  a  two-way  tackle  under  Coaches  Don 
Mohr  and  Ed  Tekieli.  He  was  a  team  captain,  made  all-conference 
twice,  was  named  Player  of  the  Year  by  the  Euclid  Police  Department 
and  made  the  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Team. 

As  a  defensive  tackle  at  Purdue,  he  was  All-Big  Ten  for  two  years.  A 
player  in  the  East-West  Shrine  Game  and  the  North-South  American 
Bowl,  he  also  was  named  to  the  UPI  Academic  All-American  Team  in 
1969. 

A  6-3,  251-pounder,  Bill  was  drafted  by  the  Cleveland  Browns  and 
played  two  years  with  them.  He  was  with  the  Detroit  Lions  for  one  year 
and  finished  his  career  with  the  San  Francisco  49ers. 

Bill  now  lives  outside  of  Denver,  Colorado,  works  in  industrial  sales 
and  owns  a  small  wholesale  business.  He  still  works  out  three  to  four 
times  a  week  in  the  gym  and  enjoys  fishing  and  mountain  biking. 


RICHARD  K.  FREY...Euclid  Senior,  1974 


Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Herb  Hold  calls  Richard  Frey  "Probably  the  best 
all-around  player  I  have  ever  coached." 

Richard  was  a  three-year  tennis  star  at  Euclid  who  won  the  all-confer- 
ence second  singles  in  1973  and  first  singles  in  1974.  He  went  to  the 
State  Tournament  three  years  in  a  row  as  a  member  of  the  Euclid  dou- 
bles team,  winning  quarterfinalist  honors  in  1974  and  semifinalist  honors 
in  1973.  The  team  won  the  District  and  Sectional  Championships  also. 

In  his  senior  year  Richard  was  team  captain,  had  a  record  of  73  wins 
and  14  losses  and  was  awarded  the  Kenneth  Sims  Student  Athlete 
Award.  He  was  also  elected  to  the  National  Athletic  Scholarship 
Society.  At  Miami  University  of  Ohio,  he  played  two  years  of  varsity  ten- 
nis. 

Currently,  Richard  is  a  sales  engineer  in  Aurora  and  lives  in  Mentor, 
Ohio. 


PAUL  McFADDEN...Euclid  Senior,  1979 


Paul  was  one  of  the  best  soccer  players  in  Euclid  history.  He  was  a 
three-year  halfback  under  Coach  Greg  Sattler.  In  his  senior  year,  Paul 
was  MVP  and  made  the  all-conference  team. 

It  was  at  Youngstown  State  University  that  Paul's  career  took  off.  As 
a  star  soccer  player,  he  also  tried  out  for  the  YSU  football  teams  place- 
kicker  position  in  his  sophomore  year.  He  then  proceeded  to  set  school 
field  goal  records. 

He  was  drafted  by  the  Philadelphia  Eagles  of  the  National  Football 
League  in  1984  and  was  named  UPI  Rookie  of  the  Year  in  the  NFC  as 
he  led  the  National  Football  League  with  30  field  goals.  His  116  points 
with  the  Eagles  is  a  club  mark  as  are  his  91  field  goals.  Paul  also 
played  with  with  the  New  York  Giants  and  Atlanta  Falcons  in  the  NFL. 

A  barefoot  kicker  during  his  career,  he  is  still  listed  as  one  of  the  10 
most  accurate  kickers  in  NFL  history. 

Generosity  has  also  marked  Paul's  career.  As  a  player  he  donated 
$50  for  each  field  goal  that  he  made  to  a  special  fund  in  honor  of  his 
college  coach  who  died  of  Hodgkin's  Disease.  He  also  donates  to  the 
"Points  for  Panthers"  scholarship  fund  at  Euclid  High  School.  He  has 
raised  thousands  of  dollars  in  support  of  several  national  charitable 
organizations. 

Currently,  Paul  is  an  assistant  in  the  Athletic  Department  at 
Youngstown  State.  He  is  also  the  radio  color  commentator  for  the  YSU 
football  games. 


CARRIE  SHUSTER  HARRELL...Euclid  Senior,  1979 


Carrie  was  a  fine  runner  at  Euclid  and  later  at  Ohio  State  University. 
Under  Coaches  Tom  Halbedel  and  Bob  Ramlow,  she  was  a  cross 
country  star  for  three  years.  In  track,  under  Coach  Joe  Muscarella, 
Carrie  was  a  three-year  letterwinner  and  one  of  the  best  880  runners  in 
Ohio. 

Carrie  was  the  conference  880-yard  champion  for  three  years  and 
was  named  Euclid  Senior  High  School  Girls  Outstanding  Scholar 
Athlete.  Her  record  of  2:14.3  in  the  880-yard  run  has  stood  for  many 
years. 

In  state  meets  Carrie  placed  well  during  all  three  years  as  a  cross- 
country runner.  In  the  880  she  placed  fourth  as  a  sophomore  and  was 
runner-up  in  her  junior  and  senior  years. 

Carrie  was  inducted  into  the  Student  Council  Hall  of  Fame  in  1979. 

At  Ohio  State  University  she  participated  in  cross  country,  indoor  and 
outdoor  track. 

Carrie  is  now  a  homemaker  in  Beaver  Creek,  Ohio,  where  she  is  the 
"C.E.O."  of  the  household  with  a  husband  and  two  sons.  Her  other 
interests  include  golf  and  homemade  crafts. 


JOHN  J.  POHTO... Coach 


In  John's  24  years  of  coaching  baseball,  he  compiled  a  win-loss 
record  of  312-87. 

After  a  successful  high  school  athletic  career  at  Painesville  and  later 
at  Ohio  State  University,  John  started  a  long  teaching  and  coaching 
career  at  Fairport  Harbor.  He  taught  in  several  schools  in  Ohio  and 
Idaho  before  beginning  a  27-year  career  in  Euclid  in  1929  at  Shore 
High  School.  The  highlight  of  his  coaching  career  came  in  1945  when 
his  Shore  Admirals  reached  the  State  Finals  bafore  losing,  2-1.  Shore's 
baseball  team  went  undefeated  for  three  years  in  the  Greater  Cleveland 
Conference  and  won  10  conference  titles  altogether.  When  Euclid 
Senior  High  School  opened  in  1949,  he  coached  the  Panthers  to  four 
Lake  Erie  League  championships  before  bowing  out  of  coaching  in 
1954. 

John  also  coached  wrestling  for  10  years  and  assisted  in  football  and 
track.  He  designed  the  original  indoor  track  which  is  laid  out  around 
the  base  of  the  original  swimming  pool  at  Euclid  High  School. 

John  served  many  years  as  Baseball  Director  for  the  Euclid 
Recreation  Commission  and  was  a  member  of  the  Softball  Commission. 
He  was  frequently  called  the  "father  of  Euclid  baseball." 

John  is  deceased. 


WILLIAM  M.  McGUINNESS... Honorary 


Bill  McGuinness  served  as  Principal  of  Euclid  High  School  from  1986 
until  1992.  He  was  a  popular,  respected  and  well  liked  teacher  and 
administrator. 

Although  he  never  participated  in  varsity  sports,  Bill  was  firmly  con- 
vinced that  high  school  athletics  play  an  important  role  in  promoting 
school  spirit  and  morale. 

He  loved  going  to  games  and  meets.  He  enthusiastically  supported 
his  athletic  director,  coaches  and  players  whose  talents  and  dedication 
made  the  Euclid  sports  program  one  of  the  finest  in  all  of  Ohio. 

Bill  was  also  a  prime  mover  in  the  establishment  of  the  Euclid  High 
Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  He  worked  diligently  to  make  the  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  a  reality  and  was  directly  instrumental  in  bringing  about 
both  the  formation  and  ongoing  status  of  this  popular  and  distinguished 
organization. 

Bill  is  deceased  and  is  survived  by  his  wife  Mary,  his  sons  Bill  and 
Mike  and  daughter  Katie.

CATEGORIES  AND  QUALIFICATIONS
